Elder Frankuin D. RrioRHARDSö said 
that he first heard the Gospel preached 
by President Young in Massachusetts. 
It was over thirty years since he em- 
braced that Gospel. He had not long 
obeyed i's principles until it was re 
vealed to him by the Holy Ghost that 
he had received the truth. He had 
never doubted the truth from that 
time until now. Hu only object in 
life was to assist in building up the 
kingdom of God. He alluded to the 
probable great influx of strangers that 
the opening of our mineral resources 
would bring here, and the mistaken 
notions of many with regard to the 
way in which we look upon such an 
advent.

It is to 
be hoped that tithes and offerings will 
flow in to help carry on this work. He 
spoke of those who are indebted to 
the P. E. Fund and the necessity of 
their paying up, and of the brethren 
donating of their means to gather the 
poor. He bore a strong testimony to 
the restoration of the Gospel in these 
davs. 
President A. addressed 
the Conference. He said the hard 
labors of the Saints, such as moving. 
the people to these valleys with in- 
sufficient outfits, building cities and’ 
settlements, etc., have hitherto opéra- 
ted against the extension and intro- 
duction of facilities for education.

A Salt Lake correspondent of the 
Denver Tribune writes thus to that 
paper 
„The Judges they have out here 
have succeeded in getting themselves 
into a pretty muddle. Chief Justice 
McKean, who presides over this judi- 
cial district, at the last September 
term of Court, fancied that his court 
was a United States Court, and di- 
rected juries to be summoned as 
ted States grand and petit jurors, to 
find indictments and try all male 
factors under the laws of the Terri- 
tory, through that side of his court. 
Witnesses were summoned, costs made 
by the Clerk, Marshal, the United 
States Attorney, etc., etc., the bills 
sent on to Wasbington and all of them 
repudiated, upon the ground that the. 
= were unlawful and the 
decisions of his Honor stupidly wrong. 
Every Judge sent out to Territories 
from the East fancies that he is a Uni- 
ted States Judge and of a United 
States Court, simply because his ap- 

intment comes from United States 

t. That is, a Justice of the Peace 
for a County appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, must be a State official, and 
not a County officer, because his ap- 
pointment comes from the Chief Exe- 
cutive officer of the State. This mis- 
take, oommon to all lawyers of limi- 
ted reading and experience, Judge 
McKean made and didn’t find out bis 
blunder until the Comptroler at Wash- 


ington set bim right. Disgusted with 


the ignorant stupidity of Mr. Comptro- 
ler Taylor, in tabooing his accounts, 
Judge McKean, to show how helpless 
the - le have been made by the

Jesus of Nazareth has become —as 
even they who go not believe in him 
allow— the great turning point in 
the world’s history.” In the contem- 

lation of his most 1 life, as of 
his mysterious death, the advancing 
science of our day, as well as its eru- 
dite scepticism, has to confess, not 
without humiliation, that it must 
‘silently stand as before an eternal 
problem.” Not such the attitude of 
those whe know in whom they have 
believed. Not so have they learned 
Christ. For to them, from Moses to 
Malachi, it was plainly foretold that 
Messiah should come ; should be made 
„perfect through sufferings,” and 
thus should enter into his glory. On 
the prophetic canvas, stroke by stroke, 
projected in space rather than in time, 
the martyr image of Messiah is slowly 
drawn, until at last a Cross rises dimly 
from the mist of ages, and One hangs 
thereon with pierced hands and feet, 
smitten by some mysterious wrath, 
and wailing out some unimaginable 
sorrow. The story of that sorrow, the 
preaching of that Cross, has changed 
the face of the world. - And those who 
are most reluctant to admit it are at 
the sume time most unable to deny it. 
„We can learn,” says Theodore Par- 
ker, but few facts about Jesus. But 
measure him by the shadow he has 
cast into the world, and by the light 
he has shed upon it, and shall we be 
told that such a man never lived— 
that the whole story is alie? Sup- 
pose that Plato and Newton never 

ived, that their story is a lie, but who 

did their works, and thought their 
thoughts? It takes a Newton to forge 
a Newton. What man could have 
fabricated a Jesus? None but a 
Jesus.” The historic reality of the 
life and death of Jesus are thus seen 
to be attested by the monumental 
character of their result. Christen- 
dom is a great fact. The bitterest 
hater of Christianity finds it impossi- 
ble to get rid of Christendom, and 

ually impossible to get rid of that 
Dhrist from whom Christendom sprang. 
Nor is this all. The relation of Christ- 
endom to Christ has in it something 
anique. Christianity made its way in 


the world from the very first, in spite 
of the excommunications of the San- | 
hedrim and the sword of the State. 
It superseded the speculative philoso- 
phies which, for learning, for acute- 
ness, and for solidity, have.never been 
sur d. It transcended the spiri- 
tual force of established superstitions. 
It triamphed over social and ssthetic 
forces, vast almost beyond conception. 
It overcame, in open conflict, the ma- 
terial ‘force of the greatest military 
empire the world has seen, even when 
alarmed and enraged, that empire had 
flung itself, with all its colossal weight, 
upon the infant Church. And yet in 
this unequal conflict it had no other 
weapon than ‘‘the preaching of the 
Cross.” Its original force we can 
only represent to ourselves by some 
vulgar caricature of language. To a 
Roman ear it would have sounded as 
unnatural to hear it associated with 
aught of dignity or houor as it would 
sound to us if we heard of a Guillotine 
of the Legion of Honor, a Victoria 
Gallows, or a Red Rope Flag.” No 
wonder that it was ridiculed by those 
wise Greeks as the very acme of 
„ foolishness ;” no wonder that to the 
Jews it was an intolerable offence ; no 
wonder that a religion which flattered 
no pride, held parley with no passion, 
gave quarter to no sin, should be uni- 
versally avoided as ‘‘a stambli 
block.“ The only wonder was that it 
should prove so demonstrably ‘‘ the 
power of God.“ 

What was the secret of this myste- 
Has it always been re- 
tained? If „the preaching of the 
Cross” has seemed to be less Divinely 
effective in modern than in ancient 
times, Is there not a cause?” Has 
there not been too much of a disposi- 
tion to avoid the offence of the 
Cross?’ Is there not a large number 
of nominally Christian theologians 
who labor incessantly to produce the 
new phenemenon of a Cross“ which 
shall not be ‘‘ foolishness” —a Christi- 
anity without an Atonement? The 
fact is undeniable; and the lesson 
which it teaches is nt. If Christi- 
anity is to retain (or in some instances 
even to resume) her power, she must

The teachings of the Elders throughout the Conference were of a ‘practical 
mature, sited to the circumstances and condition of the people, and the pre- 
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sent phase of the growth and development of the Charch of God on the earth. 
The remarks in relation to the building of Temples will, we are assured, cavse | 
the hearts of the Saincs, universally, to thrill with joy. There is every pros- 
pect now that the building of Temples to the name of the Lord, in which the 
ordinances of eternal salvation may be administered for all, both in and out of 
the flesh, will be pushed forward vigorcusly, not only in this city, but in at 
least one other portion of the Territury. No subject connected with the work 
of God is esteemed of greater importance by the Saints, and the announce- 
ment, by the First Presidency, of an intention to proceed with the one whose

A JUDGE INVITING MOB LAW. 

A large and motley immigration is 

uring into this Territory, attracted 
ither by the fame of its mineral 
wealth, and the effect of Judge Mc- 
Kean’s decision that there could be no 
courts in the Territory, is an indirect 
invitation to lawlessness that will be 
followed by mob law, unless the pro- 
per-remedy is applied to relieve the 
community from the evil consequences 
of that decision. It is objected to by 


those who support the Judge, that if 
jurors are drawn and summoned, un- 
der the Territorial laws, Mormon in- 
fluences will control the courts; but 
do these gentlemen reflect what 
would be the consequence if the se- 
lection of jurymen is left entirely to 
the discretion of a single individual, 
the United States Marshal? I know 
nothing prejudicial to that gentleman;

Every one 
acquainted with the conduct of courts 
knows of the abuses practiced in sum- 
moning jurors after the drawn pane} 
is exhansted, ahd yet Judge McKean 
prop:ses to dispense with the drawn 
panel, the only safeguard against such 
abuses. Divest the question of all ex- 
traneous matters, and it becomes 
litical—the old issue between popular

_& UTAH U.S. JUDGE CLOSED UP. 

The Sacramento Record is very in- 
dignant at the Mormons because Judge 
McKean of Utah adjourned the Dis. 
trict Court for the reason that no com. 

nsation had been provided for jurors. 

Record evidently does not under- 

stand the matter. McKean is a vio- 
dent and unscrupulous Judge, who ap- 
pears to have more of a mission to 
stir up bad blood in Utah and raise a 
disturbance so as to justify the inter- 
ference of the Federal Government, 


than to administer the law according 


to his oath and ability. In a case be- 
fore him recently, he ruled that the 
District Court was not a Territorial 
‘Court, but a United States Court— 
‘that there is no such court as a Terri- 
‘torial District Court. The decision 
was absurd, being in the teeth of all 
the statutes and decisions since the 
foundation of the Government. It 
was made in order to break down the 
Mormons, law or no law. If bis court 
is a U. S. Court, of course the United 
States is bound to pay its expenses— 
the Territorial treasurer has no autho- 
rity to disburse money out of the Ter- 
ritorial treasury to pay jurors. Judge 
McKean was simply caught in one of
